Let Mr. Wallace accuse and dl.^paraRe as ho 
choo.scs. Let him talk himself In and out of 
corner.^, and allow himself to be pii.-jhed nlonj;

After tho conventions have pick- 
ed their candidates and the cnmpalRn Ret-i in 
Jiill .wlnR. we all know that blood will nm ■ 
hot and tempers will rim hifrh. Tlie candi- 
date's oratory, IncludlnR Mr, Wallace's, will 
grow more extraviiRant. 

This always happen.*;. And with n candidate 
In the Held who can find nothinR to admire 
In >\merlcan policy nnd so much to apoloKl^c 
Jor In Ru.i.sla's aclion,";. the race promises to 
be more bitter than usual. 

So all of us might well resolve to keep in 
check the emotions that politics may arou.-^o 
in the cominR months. If the Wallaceltes can 
be beaten and esged and fired from their 
jobs this early there Is real danger that, im- 
les5 their opponents use their head;;, Inci- 
dents mlpht occur which not only could 
cause physical injtirj" but also affect our 
leadership In the family of nations as the 
world's greatest democracy.
